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INTRODUCTION 
SRI RAMAKRISHNA & HIS MESSAGE 


Sri Ramakrishna was born in 1836 at Kamarpukur, 
a remote village of West Bengal. From his very childhood 
he developed an intense yearning for the realisation of God 
and utter indifference to wordly life. At the age of 
seventeen he came to Calcutta to assist his brother in his 
work and after three years he became a priest in a temple 
at Dakshineswar nearby, where the Divine Mother is 
worshipped as goddess Kali. 


By his constant prayer and meditation he had the 
vision of the Divine Mother. Thereafter he was seized 
with a keen desire to realise God in other aspects as well. 
So he undertook spiritual practices, not only according to the 
different tenets of Hinduism, but also in the manner of other 
religions like Christianity, Islam, and realised the Divine, 
the ultimate. goal of all religions. Thus he became the 
Prophet of Harmony of Religions, not by mere intellectual 
conviction but by personal experience. As a corollary to 
this he taught the Gospel of Service, that he who serves 
the Jiva worships the indwelling Siva indeed, 


Later, during his stay at the temple-garden of 
Dakshineswar his holy and divine life became a perennial 
source of inspiration to all classes of people. His love for 
_ humanity knew no barriers and he gave solace to all those 
who sought his grace. 


It was at this time and in this atmosphere that most 
of his young disciples gathered at the feet of their Master 
and were inspired to take to the life of renunciation and 
service to humanity. These Sanyasin disciples led by 
Narendra (Swami Vivekananda) formed the nucleus of the 
Ramakrishna Order. 


SWAMI VIVEKANANDA & HIS MISSION 


After passing away of the Master in 1886, Swami 
Vivekananda travelled extensively as a wandering monk 
throughout the length and breadth of the motherland, from the 
Himalayas to Kanyakumari mixing with rich and poor, with 
saints and scholars and common masses alike. He thus 
gained personal experience of her varied culture and the 
living conditions of her people. Later, he went to America 
to participate in the deliberations of the Parliament of 
Religions held in 1893 at Chicago. By his genius and 
personality, by his scholarship and extraordinary ability 
of exposition, he made a mark there. Thereupon he 
travelled extensively in America and visited European 
countries, preaching and inspiring people who came in contact 
with him. He succeeded in dispelling the wrong notions 
about Vedanta, prevalent in the minds of westerners and 
made them appreciate its universality, its greatness and 
its value. In the West he preached the religion and philo- 
sophy of the Vedas, the Sanatana Dharma and the tradition 
and culture of India. 


In India, his attention was engaged in the rejuvination 
of the motherland without disturbing her spiritual moorings. 
He emphasised the synthesis of the East and the West, a blen- 
ding of Modern Science and Technology with the spiritual 
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outlook of Vedanta, for the well being and progress of humanity 
asa whole. This synthesis, he insisted was necessary for the 
West which was lacking in spirituality and also for the East 
which was backward in Science and Technology. He explained 
Vedanta to the modern world in the light of spiritual 
experiences of his Master. He advocated strongly the 
upliftment of the poor masses, the women and the backward 
and down trodden people of India, as a prerequisite for 
building up the nation and gave a concrete shape to the 
Gospel of Service. Though deeply rooted in the past, his 
vision was of the future. He was the meeting point of the 
East and the West, the past and the future. 


His message is not for the hour, but for the age, 
not for the nation only but for the whole humanity. So far 
as India is concerned, his message is not for the bits of 
social or religious reformation but for a complete rejuvination 
of her national life in all its phases. 


THE RAMAKRISHNA MATH & MISSION 


The monastic Order of Sri Ramakrishna, organised by 
Swami Vivekananda, set before it a two fold ideal and objec- 
tive of Renunciation and Service; namely to create a band 
of Sanyasin teachers of Vedanta; and in conjunction with lay 
disciples and workers to carry on the missionary and 
philanthropic work, looking upon all, irrespective of caste, 
creed or colour as veritable manifestations of the Divine. 


For sometime the second objective was sought to be 
realized through a body designated the Ramakrishna Mission 
Association, started by Swami Vivekanada in 1897, shortly 
after his return from the West. Then in 1899, he founded 
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a Math (monastery) at Belur on the banks of the holy Ganga, 
near Calcutta, with a view to realising the first objective that 
of training a band of monks for self-realization under the 
inspiration of the life and example of Sri Ramakrishna and 
for equipping them with the capacity to serve the world in 
all possible ways, and he constituted a Board of Trustees, 
consisting of his monastic brother disciples for the management 
of the Math. Soon after this, the Math took upon itself the 
work of the Mission Association also. The work of. the 
Order in both the fields began to expand with the opening of 
branch Maths, educational institutions and homes of service 
like hospitals, orphanages etc, in various parts of the country 
and abroad. 


For the efficient conduct of the group of humanitarian 
and other allied activities and for giving this group a legal 
status, a society under the name of the Ramakrishna Mission 
was registered in 1909, under Act 21 of 1860, Its manage- 
ment was vested in a Governing Body, consisting of the 
Trustees of the Belur Math for the time being. 


As consequence of the teachings of Swami Viveka- 
nanda and in pursuance of his mandate, the Ramakrishna 
Mission has started branches, all over the country to carry 
on selfless humanitarian work among the people. 


THE SALEM ASHRAMA 


The local Ashrama is a branch of the Ramakrishna 
Mission having its headquarters at Belur Math in the district 
of Howrah, West Bengal. It is one of the oldest centres in the 
South having its foundation laid in the year '19. It was formally 
opened in 1928 and affiliated to the headquarters in 1940, 


We have great pleasure in placing before the public 
the annual report of this Ashrama for 1966-67, We have 
been able to do this by the benign grace of God and by the 
kind co-operation of the generous public. 

OUR ACTIVITIES 

The activities of the Ashrama have been mainly 

twofold :— (i) Spiritual-Cultural and (ii) Humanitarian, 
SPIRITUAL ACTIVITIES 

Ever since its inception, this Ashrama is trying in 
its own humble way to impart the spiritual and cultural 
values to the people. There are regular daily Pujas in the 
Ashrama. It conducts classes on Sundays on the Gita, and 


other scriptures. It also organises discourses on various 
religious subjects, The Birth Anniversaries of Sri Ramakrishna, 
Swami Vivekananda and Sri Sarada Devi, the Holy Mother 
are celebrated with special Puja, Katha—kalakshepam, 
Bhajana and Public meetings when eminent Bhagavatars and 
men of erudition are invited to participate in the functions, 
Jayanthies of Sri Rama, Sri Krishna, Buddha, Christ, etc., 
and religious festivals like Sivaratri and Navaratri are duly 
observed. On Saturdays the girls of the local Sri Sarada 
Bala Mandir and women devotees conduct Bhajana. Monday 
is devoted to singing of devotional songs. On Ekadasi Days ; 
Ramana Sankirtan is held. i li ; 


CELEBRATIONS 


BIRTHDAY CELEBRATION OF SRI RAMAKRISHNA 


The actual birth tithi fell this year on the 13th 
March 1967. On that day, there was special Puja, Homa 
etc., in the morning and Bhajana both morning and evening 
Many devotees and friends participated in these and partook 
Prasadam, The Public celebration was held for two days, 
on the following Saturday and Sunday, at the Vivekanada Hall 
of the Ashrama. On Saturday the 18th March, Harikatha 
Kesari Sri V. S, Venkataramana Rao of Madras gave a fine 
Harikatha Discourse on ‘‘ Bhaktha Prahlada” from 5 p.m. to 
8 p.m. On the next evening in the same Hall, Bhajana and 
Public Meeting were held presided over by Sri K. A. Sanjeevi 
Chettiar.

Dr. K. Mahadevan, M.8.B.S.; D.0. attends to all eye 
cases and operations. The operated cases are admitted in 
the ward as in-patients and discharged when cured like other 
surgical cases.

p. O., and Dr. K. N. Rao, F.R.C.S., attend the Dispensary 
on every Saturday.

services are required. 


Dr. K. N. Bao did some major operations successfully 
in ovr operation theatre. He was assisted by Dr, (Smt) 
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Padma N. Rao, Dr. G. S, Maniam, Dr. R. N. Sujir and 
Dr. Prabhu Ramachandran. 


Thus duly qualified doctors have come forward to 
assist us in carrying on surgical operations. We hope 
we shall be able to increase and expand our activities in 
helping the poor patients with the active co-operation of 
the generous public and our doctor friends. 


MILK DISTRIBUTION 


Sri P. Ranganatha Iyer, Salem has made an endowment 
of Bs. 1000/- in the name of his deceased daughter, Lakshmi 
for supplying fresh cow's milk to a few ailing and under- 
nourished children of the locality.

APPEAL 
RECONSTRUCTION OF SHRINE AND PRAYER HALL 


As said in our previous Reports, we were contem- 
plating for some time past to renovate the Shrine and 
Prayer Hall of the local Ashrama. The recent heavy rains 
adversely affected this 47 year-old building which was already 
in a precarious condition and was getting worse year after 
year. Our engineer friends advised us to pull it down 
immediately and reconstruct on sure foundations with 
better materials. 


Shifting the Puja Room to an adjacent small building, 
the old structure is completely razed to the ground, The 
reconstruction work on new foundations is now in progress. 


The estimated cost of this Reconstruction is about 
Rs, 1,25,000/-, and the major portion of it is yet to be 
collected. We depend for this entirely upon the muni- 
ficent donations and contributions from the generous friends 
and philanthropic gentlemen. 


As the Shrine is now housed in a small building, even 
the normal activities of the Ashrama like daily Pujas, 
Bhajana, Religious classes etc., have become difficult to 
conduct ; friends and devotees who come to attend them 
are inconyenienced; not to speak of public celebrations, 
congregations and meetings which cannot be held properly for 
want of spacious Shrine and Prayer Hall. So it has become 
imperative on our part to complete this reconstruction as 
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early as possible so that the normal activities of the Ashrama 
may be conducted without any hindrance or difficulty. 


We, therefore, fervently appeal to the friends, 
devotees and generous public not only in Salem but all over 
the country to help the Ashrama by liberal contributions and 
donations to complete this Reconstruction as early as possible. 


OUR OTHER NEEDS 


An Ashrama like the one, functioning in a rapidly 
growing town like Salem, has got to expand its activities also 
on the cultural and humanitarian side. There is a great 
demand for a well equipped Library and Reading Room. 
The Free and Charitable Dispensary which is popular with 
its useful service requires expansion by way of additional 
equipments and facilities. For all theses, funds are necessary. 
We appeal to the well-to-do and philonthropic gentlemen to 
help us by providing for all these.
